ROCKLAND, Me.—The department of 
justice is about to obtain part of Monroe 
island and Sheep island by condemna- 
tion process to enable the navy depart- 
ment to place beacons on these islands 
for the benefit of the Rockland trial 
course recently decided upon for naval 
vessels. 

When the course 
said to be the intention of the naval 
authorities to take all vessels of the 
navy in Atlantic waters and run them 
over the course for accurate’ speed 
tests. Then the course will be used to 
run over all additions to the navy before 
accepted from the builders. 

Shipbuilders in the South will protest 
it is said against this move of the navy 
department, alleging that it will cost 
fully $5000 more to construct naval ves- 
sels if they are compelled to use the 
Rockland course. 

As a rule the ships while in Rockland 
take up their anchorage ground just out- 
side the breakwater. At this point there 
is exceptionally good water and they are 
well out of the pail of steamers plying 
between Rockland and other ports. 

The breakwater itself is built of large 
granite blocks, extending a mile and a 
half out into the harbor. The water 
inside is deep cnough for the largest 
battleships, but the majority of cap- 
tains prefer to remain outside.

NE of the smartest effects in ties is 
made by cutting a nine-inch square 

of Persian chiffon, to which is stitched 

satin ribbon an inch and a half wide, 

The ribbon is sewed to the right side 
of chiffon a half inch in from the edge, 
using a machine for greater security. 
The corners are mitered to form a 
square. 

Kach quarter of this square is then put 
into diagonal fine side plaits, meeting at 
the center of the square. This is easily 
managed by folding the square over in 
one direction, and then doubling in the 
opposite direction. The small square thus 
formed is plaited from the center out.

OTTAWA, Ont.—In the report of 
“Immigration” now before the Canadian 
Parliament one branch of the work ac- 
complished is referred to as “one of the 
most unique and interesting of the pres- 
ent day movements.” 

This is the placing of orphan or ne- 
glected children from the old country in 
farmers’ homes in the Dominion, where 
they grow up very much as one of the 
family and are are prepared to farm 
for themselves when they reach the 
age of 21 or 22 if thev have saved 
enough money from their wages to make 
a start on a Canadian “homestead.” 

Instances are given of boys of 18 who 
were thus sent to Canada having saved 
$300 or $400 with which they were able 
tu begin farming upon the free land 
whieh still available in Canada. 

The number of children who came 
the Dominion in 108-9 was 2424 and 
the Canadian homes which received them 
from the British societies there were 19,- 
417 applications received from farmers 
who desired such an opportunity of 
| Saining help, or in some cases of adopt- 
ling a child into their homes when their 
own children were grown up and had left 
for homes of their own. <An instance is 
given in the report of one farmer with 
his wife coming to find a lad to help with 
the light work and departing with three 
children, two little tots who had ap- 
pealed to their sympathy as needing a

It appears, however, that 
the United States imported less during 
the present vear than it did in 1909, 
the increase being credited to Germany 
and England, the latter to the extent of 
about 8 per cent. It is feared that this 
apparently profitable: year will lead to 
a recurrence of speculation in the bulb 
business, as it did in former years, to 
the detriment of both growers and ex- 
porters.

In 
cases where these has been dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of the people who had 
charge of the -child, the society takes 
him-—or her—back to the “home” and 
in a very few cases such undesirable 
children are returned to the British 
homes. Usually a term of careful super- 
vision in the Canadian home overcomes 
the faults reported. If the children are 
not rightly and justly treated the soci- 
ety makes full‘inquiries and finds an- 
other home for them. 

The last report of the inspection of 
1652 of the children already placed in 
farming districts, shows that only 41 
were of “unsatisfactory” character, 231 
were reported as “good or fair,’ and 
1380 were “‘very good.” Such a report 
the chief inspector regards as good evi- 
dence of the success of the work being 
done—of the preliminary education in 
(jreat Britain among the various socie- 
ties, and of the congenial and helpful 
nature of the Canadian environment. 

All efforts are directed toward help- 
ing the children to .settlement in farm 
homes, and to the subsequent taking up 
of agricultural work for themselves 
either as tenants or owners of farms. 
The societies are all united in the opinion 
that it seldom as desirable for any 
of their wards to be kept in the cities 
unless they are legally adopted by reli- 
nuble families. 

Oceasionally bovs have worked their

It may be | 
necessary for many reasons to retain the — 
hieroglyphics of the present and such a make-up of the papers as 
Will be understandable to oriental millions; but western ideas are 
permeating the news columns, and there is a freedom of expression 
surprising even to those people that enjoy complete constitutionalism. 

\ strange mingling of the new and old journalism in China 
is presented by the imperial edict published recently in the Peking 
Gazette. The edict was in reference to the request for the creation 
of a cabinet. Back of the request stood the progressive Chinese 
editors. But the refusal of the throne was made public in a news- 
paper, undoubtedly the oldest in existence. For the Ti Chau, or 
the Peking Gazette, flourished as far back as the seventh century. 
The official organ of the Chinese throne is perhaps several hundred 
vears older than the earliest journals published in Venice. 

Judged by American standards, the Chinese newspapers of 
today may not be considered fully advanced. Shanghai has eight 
dailies now, but the methods for turning out the papers are still 
somewhat primitive. Japan has largely supplied the presses, which 
are not of the highest quality. The ideograph system of the Chinese 
language works against a rapid setting of type. The paper and 
ink, also of Japanese manufacture, are not of the best kind. The

‘The twenty-odd octavo pages are 
still filled with official news. ‘There have been innovations, of 
course, but for real newspaper progress in China search has to 
be made elsewhere than in the pages of the Gazette. 

The Boxer trouble furnished the first real incentive for inde- 
pendent Chinese journalism. The empire awoke to the fact that . 
there was much to be learned from the outside. Japan was 
the first foreign influence to appreciate the opportunity for implanting 
new ideas among the neighboring people. The Tung Wen Hu Pao 
and the Universal Gazette of Shanghai were published by Japanese, 
even previous to the uprising of 1900. After order had been 
restored similar Japanese enterprises were established in Foochow, 


Hankow and Canton. Other nationalities with interests in China 
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have publications of their own. 
The new journalism in the empire will undoubtedly be restricted 
to the conduct of newspapers by the Chinese themselves.

Inexorable economic laws are creating the conditions of which:
